Through Cochrane 


Possibility that the Calgary-Banff 
highway would be able to pass 
through the town of Cochrane was 
seen in a statement issued by Hon. 
W. A. Fallow, minister of public 
works, Wednesday. Engineers had 
previously selected two possible 
routes for the highway, both of 
which, in avoiding the steep Coch- 
rane hill, had also avoided the town 
of cochrane, 

RECENT REPORTS indicate, 
however, that engineers have dis- 
covered a route down the hill 
which fulfills the need for maxi- 
mum grade of seven per cent and 
a minimum visibility of 800 feet.

—Britain’s iron and steel in- 
dustry is to be brought large-

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Why Bonus Burglary? 


A “wave’} of house-breaking struck Ed- 
monton Monday night, seven break-ins be- 
ing reported. Prompt action by the police 
resulted in several suspects being placed un- 
der arrest. 

That should not end the matter so far as 
the public are involved. The moral is plain. 
No house-holder should fail to lock his doors 
and windows at night and when leaving the 
place vacant in day or evening. No business- 
man should “forget” to secure his premises 
when he closes up for the day. 

To neglect these precautions is to encour- 
age burglary, to hold out a prize for gentle- 
men who would rather steal than work. And

share in proportion tb its size and other cir- 
cumstances, 

It is worth remembering that men who 
resort to burglary now‘do not do so under 
pressure of necessity, but of choice. Employ- 
ment is obtainable in town and country and 
woods and mines. Those who break into 
houses and business places do so because 
that is an easier way to get a living. 

The public can help to make this particu- 
lar calling unprofitable, as well as precari- 
ous. To the extent to which Edmonton people 
do this, their property—and their persons— 
will be safe. Burglars don’t operate in a city 
where they find their business is poor. 


There Must Be Balance 


The 12!» per cent boost in the ceiling 
prices of farm implements may be necessary 
to enable Canadian manufacturers to stay in 
business, or to expand their output to meet 
the post-war demand, 

The manufacturers say the price in- 
crease should be double that amount, or 
more. Materials and parts, they say, are 
costing them 20 per cent more than in 1941, 
labor 28 per cent more, and overhead 281% 
per cent more. If this is true, the 121% per 
cent raise in selling prices will not cover the 
increase in production costs, 

And if it does not cover that increase, the 
outlook for more implements being made is 
not good, As between the two, more imple- 
ments at the higher prices will be better than 
none at the former prices. Assuming the 
manufacturers’ figures to be correct, the 
question is whether they will speed up pro- 
duction, or can, If not, farming will continue 
te be hampered by scarce machinery in a 
season when maximum farm production is 
not only desirable but vital. 

To balance this increase in the cost of 
his implements the farmer will as a matter 
of course need more money for his products. 
He cannot produce at a loss, and won’t pro- 
duce without profits, any more than the 
manufacturer can and will do these things. 
He has been claiming that his business was 
none too profitable at the former production 
cost level. That being the case, he will have 
to get more for what he sells since he must 
pay more for the machinery he has to buy. 

A point to note is that the new prices will 
still be on a competitive plane with prices of 
implements imported from~ the United 
States. This has been officially stated, and 
has to be taken as true. As imported imple- 
ments are admitted without custom's duty, 
it is not a case of allowing the Canadian 
manufacturer to add the tariff to his selling 
prices, The manufacturers’ production costs 
in the United States have also gone up, for 
the same basic reasons as in Canada. 

Dearer implements is a step toward in- 
flation, Any upward movement of prices on 
scarce commodities is a step in that direct- 
ion. Steel strikes and coal strikes and indus- 


trial strikes, which result in higher produc- | 


tion costs, all tend to make things dearer to 
the consumer—who in turn has to pass along 
his increased costs to whoever buys his pro- 
ducts. But to hold down prices by law any- 
where along the line doesn’t remedy matters 
when profits are not excessive, That only 
curbs production, and there has to be more 
output of farm implements if there is to be a 
bigger output of farm products, 

Whether we like it or not, price ceilings 
are being subjected to terrific upward press- 


ure, Not by action of governments, but by | 
every factor that pushes production costs | 


upward, The best that can be hoped is that 
the “spiral” will not get out of hand,

Likely enough, as reported from Nuern- 
berg, girl students in Germany are organiz- 
ing themselves into an Irma Grese society,

| invest her with something akin to “saint- 
hood”. If young men are maintaining an 
underground Nazi movement, why not young 
women? 

Nazism was not a male creed exclusively, 
nor distinctively, nor was Hitler’s extermin- 
ation organization composed and promoted 
by men alone. Women were for the Nazi 
policy with equal zeal, millions of them. They 
taught it to their children—these girl stud- 
ents included. The latter are only carrying 
on the teachings of their mothers, as the 
boys are sticking to the doctrines their 
fathers proclaimed and fought and died for. 

Both these developments were to be ex- 
pected. It would be surprising if they had 
not happened. So surprising as to create sus- 
picion that the sudden conversion from Nazi 
tenets to decency was only sham. That the 
female of the species is as persistently mali- 
cious as the male there is no room to doubt. 
The Grese woman is a fit idol for such per- 
verts to worship. 

For the Allies the moral is plain. They 
have to count on the potential mothers of 
the Nazi breed passing on their murderous 
traditions to their children, ably assisted 
by the fathers-to-be who were schooled in 
the same code of beastliness.

Racial “Purity” 


Editor, Bulletin: In post-war dis- 
cussion of populating Canada by 
immigration, we again hear a lot 
about “racial purity”, etc. 

Since scientific research says 
there is no physical and mental dif. 


THE TIMES is perhaps the most 
influential newspaper in the world. 
In nearly all European countries it 
is regarded as the official mouth- 


Honorable John Jacob Astor, 
younger brother of Viscount Astor. 
But Astor himself plays no part in 
shaping policy. Ever since he ac- 
quired The Times after the death 
of Lord Northcliffe in 1922 he de- 
liberately pursued a policy of giv- 
ing an entirely free hand to the 
editor. It was under Geoffrey 
Dawson's editorship that The Times 
abandoned much of its independ- 
ence of line and began a policy 
of benevolent patronage of what- 
ever government happened to be 
in power. But the fact that The 
Times is quite independent of the 
British government can be shown 
by its attitude in the Hoare-Laval 
dispute, It was The Times which, 
practically singlehanded, drove Sir 
Samuel Hoare from the foreign of- 
fice. Under the present editor, 
Barrington Ward, The Times, also 
has frequently been a stern critic 
of government policy, notably in 
the Greek crisis in the winter of 
1944-45, 

Carr’s departure from Printing 
House Square, where the Times has | 
been published for more than 150| 
years, is the outcome of a “palace 
revolution.” Many influential mem- 
bers of the staff have resented 
the intellectual domination which 
Carr has established over Barring- 
ton Ward. Carr’s influence mainly 
made itself felt in foreign policy 
and it was he who had been mainly 
responsible for The Times becom- 
ing, apart from the Communist 
Daily Worker, the main British 
apologist for policies of the Krem- 


lin,

CARR’S POLITICAL philosophy 
is in some way akin to that of Wal- 
ter Lippmann, His study of events 
between two world wars led him 
to the conclusion that too much 
attention has been paid in inter- 
rational politics to ideas and too 
little to facts of power. Abstract 
theories of right must often give 
way to practical acceptance of 
might. Thus in the same way that 
before the Second World War, The 
Times under Geoffrey Dawson felt 
it right to appease Germany, Carr, 
in whose mind the military and 
political power of Russia became 
much exaggerated, increasingly be- 
lieved Russia must be conciliated. 

Revolt against Carr’s int‘uence 
was led by Assistant Editor Casey 
and Diplomatic Correspondent 
Iverach MacDonald. Their revolt 
was aided by a good deal of pres- 
sure outside The Times on the pari 
of readers who were distressJ at 
the extent to which The Times ap- 
peared to have capitulated *o Mos- 
cow, 

Carr, who started Lfe as a pro- 
fessional diplomat, will now return 
to Aberystwyth where ne has been) 
professor of international politics 
since 1936,

OISE doesn’t bother me as 

much as one of those un-

It 
parked alongside one of the fair- 
ways and was so noisy you could

Fred Corcoran, the PGA Tourna-

NOISE !S NOT THE ONLY thing 
which distracts a player and breaks 
his spell of concentration. Stopping 
a player on a fairway or between a 
tee and a green may have a demor- 
alizing effect on his game. 

Most of us try to erase every- 
thing from our minds except our 
immediate objective, which is to get 
lthe ball into the hole in the least 
number of strokes possible. I don’t 
mean that we don’t try to relax, but 
there is ,something disconcerting 
about a fellow stopping you while 
you're walking down the fairway 
concentrating on your next shot and 
saying, “Remember me, I met you, 
ete.” 

Then there is the character who 
intercepts a player between the tee 
and the green to have him meet 
fcur or five of his friends, beaming 
proudly and wishing him nothing 
but all the luck in the world. He 
doesn’t realize it, but he probably 
has broken the spell of concentra- 
tion which his hero has been build- | 
ing up. 

THESE THINGS PROBABLY 
|pbother me less than they do most 
players, but Walter Hagen was 
probably the only player they didn’t 
bother at all. It used to be said that 
Walter had the faculty of hitting a 
tee shot right down the middle of 
the fairway and shaking hands with 
a party of five while on his back- 
swing. 

That reminds me of the story of 
an.exhibition match in which one} 
of our more thrifty golfing stars 
participated.

| ON ORDINARY questions where 
only legal advice is required, the 
veteran can obtain the help of the 
DVA solicitors, He will look over 
contracts and transfers, discuss 
| business dealings and let you know 
where the pitfalls may be, he will 
|help you with any legal claims you 
may have against any of the DVA 
departments. His job is to help the 
veteran, 

If your particular case requires 
legal action in the courts he will 
contact the local representative of 
the Canadian Bar Association who 
will recommend a lawyer for you, 
if you do not already have one of 
}your own, The lawyer they re- 
}commend will be one who is inter- 
ested in veterans and their welfare. 
He will be a good, reputable man, 
and he will do your work for a 
nominal fee—considerably less than 
the fee normally charged to his 
| civilian clients. 
| At the present time the DVA 
}solicitors are working steadily. 
| About 50 per cent of the cases 
| brought to their attention are dom- 
j estic relations cases, In such cases 
|they will let the veteran know 
what his legal rights and duties are. 
|Their aim is to work out an un- 
derstanding between both parties. 
If no reconciliation is possible or
